Serious bloodshed occurred to- 
day at Benisuef, near Cairo, in 
political riots which, it is) sug- 
xested, are being deliberately in- 
cited in order to persuade Great 
Britain to invervene in Egypt. 

Six demonstrators were killed 
and three injured) — Wafdist 
sources give the casualties as 
vight killed and forty-six injured 
—by police rifle fire in the ciots 
at Benisuef, while seven police- 
men were injured. 

The riot followed the arrival in 
the town of Nahas Pasha, the ex- 
Premier, and six other prominent 
Wafdiat leaders by motor-car, and 
it is alleged that they. stirred up 
thelr supporters to violence, 


Mob Attacks Police, 
; Later, 

It now appears that eight of the 
rioters were killed and ten wound- 
ed. while fifteen members of the 
Bensuff Police Force were injured, 

The huge crowd — stoned the 
police, Who at first fired warning 
shots ime the air in vrder to scare 
the mot vainly—and then, when 
the uttack was continued, opened 
fire into the crowd, whieh finally 
dispersed.

Realising the possibility “of a 
further spread of the anti-Nan- 
king movement, Marshal Chiang 
Kai-shek is understood to be 
willing to make concessions to 
his political opponents with a 
view of settling the South-West- 
ern China situation by diplomatic 
means, according to the latest 
Nanking wires to hand. 

Marshal Chiang, ‘presiding at the 
Central Executive Council yester- 
day afternoon, said he was willing 
to answer questions at a CLEC. 
session when the Government 
could examine all the charges made 
against him by a number of Kuo- 
mintang Supervisory Commisaion- 
ors, including Mesars, Ku Ying: 
fun, Teng Taeh-juo and Lin Shen 
(President of the — Legislative 
Council) who issued the antl 
Kai-shek declaration in 
Canton last week. 


Regarded as Manoeuvre. 


Marshal Chiang asserts that he 
in willing to submit to any punish. 
ment in which the C.E.C, may de- 
sire to impose upon him. 

This declaration is regarded 
here aa a politicn! manoeuvre to 
pacify discontented groups within 
the Kuomintang. which have de- 
manded the dismissal of the Na- 
tionalist Commander-in-Chief. 

Stressing the need of complete 
harmony among military factlons 
in South-Western China to bring 
the coup to success, Mr, Wang 
Ching-wei, the Kuomintang Leftist 
lender, has addressed a long tele- 
yram from Shanghai to Generals 
Li Chung-yen, Pei Chung-hai and 
Chang Fat-kwai, Commander of 
the Tronsides, in which he predicts 
the downfall of Marshal Chiang 
Kai-shek.

The policy of equal pay for meh 
and women teachera Was condemned 
us “a travesty of Justice’ at the 
conference of the National Assocla- 
tion of Schoolmaxters, at Birming- 
ham. 

Emphatic and determined opposl- 
tion to the principle enuncinted by 
the National'Union of Teachers that 
equality between the — salaries of 
men and women teachers should 
be established by the Burnham Com- 
mittee was expresacd in a resolution 
that was carried unanimously. 

Mr. G. Saville, of London, mov- 
ing the motion, said that “equal 
pay” would be the death warrant 
of the man teacher. Opposition to 


| the principle did not mean that they 


wished to lower the #cale of salucins 
for women teachers, or prevent woa- 
men from receiving oo salary 48 
commensurate to their services as 
no oman’s salary should be. A 
woman teacher's salary was not 
suflicient to attract the -right type 
of man to teach. 

If the senle of anlory for a man 
tencher became ns that of a woman 
tencher, teaching would become a 
woman's profession, They knew 
what that would mean for the boy. 
For the profession to fall into the 
hands of women would be a national 
eatamity, ‘There were approximate- 
ly O00 men teachers and 85,000 
women teachers for children pbeve 
infant school, age.
